California and Texas, unaided, would 
conquer her. 
My solution is that aha 
would like to repeat the tneueuver of 
Santa Ans in 1846. 
Mexioo knows if 
we take a slice of C hihuahua, Sonora 
and Lower California, we would take a 
territory valuable to us aud valueless 
to Mexioo and th at 
we m ight do 
uow 
as 
wa 
did 
in 
1846, 
pay Mexioo handsomely lor territory 
taken. 
Public opinion iu Mexico would 
net perm it their government to sell this 
territory bjr any peaceable transaction. 
If a oenfiict was provoked by the Mexi­ 
cans and we warn to help oareelvss to 
such parte of their territory as we might 
want, we oonld well affurd to pay a 
r 
ood round sum—twenty, thirty, or even 
arty million dollars. 
Such replenish­ 
m ent of tbs Mexican Treasury a t this 
tim a would enable Gen. Diaz and his 
{ 
averment to go on very hnudeomely 
uring the rest of his term of ofloe 
Mexico 
has 
not

means to 
pay her army or her civil servios and 
m ust sell land peaceably.
